Fares for Northwest suburban com­ 
muters on the Chicago and North 
Western By. will drop an average (rf 9 
per cent. Regional Transportation Au­ 
thority officials announced Thursday. 
The fare decrease was approved 
Thursday when the RTA voted to put 
the North Western on the uniform 
zone fare system used by other com­ 
muter railroads. An effective date has 
not been set. 
“ Thus will bring the North Western 
fares into line with the other commu­ 
ter railroads,” said board member D. 
Daniel Baldino of Evanston. “ People 
traveling the same distance will be 
paying the same fare.” 
FA RE DECREASES W ILL vary 
from station to station, averaging 
about 5 per cent for the entire railway 
system. Riders from Mount Prospect 
will get some of the largest decreases, 
with the cost of weekly tickets drop­ 
ping 15.3 per cent while monthly tick­ 
ets will decrease 11.3 per cent. 
The North Western, serving 50.000 
riders a day in the Chicago area, cur­ 
rently charges fares slightly higher 
than the other commuter railroads. 
The equalization will reduce fares to 
the North Western's 1973 levels.

Will push for COP programs 
Percy finds Carter accessible 


WASHINGTON — The arrival of 
President Carter and the Democrati­ 
cally controlled Congress could spell 
oblivion for Republicans for the next 
four years, but U. S. Sen. diaries 
Percy, R-Ill., does not think so. 
“I have talked to him more on the 
telephone and met with him more al­ 
ready than I did with the last two 
presidents,” Percy said of the Carter 
administration as it rolled into action. 
“He is very accessible. You call 
him on the phone, you will get him. I 
called him in Plains (Ga.) and he an­ 
swered the phone,” Percy said. 
But the new president’s openness 
and 
apparent 
willingness to 
talk 
things over with members of the loyal 
opposition does not mean ail is sweet­ 
ness and light. 


“HIS TAX PACKAGE is wrong. I 
think rebates are wrong. People will 
be very suspicious of a government 
deeply in debt, paying us much inter­ 
est if we go out and borrow more 
money to repay taxes they have al­ 
ready paid,” Percy said. 
Percy prefers permanent reductions 
in tax rates, and programs aimed at

discouraging employers from laying 
off workers. 
Percy not only faces a new adminis­ 
tration, but also a reelection effort. 
While some fund-raising already is 
being planned, Percy said he does not 
expect to be traveling back to the 
state much more than his current 
trips at ten day intervals. 
“I don’t think I can go back any­ 
more than that. I went back a fair 
amount of time in 1972, but not as I 
did last year in the presidential elec­ 
tion,” Percy said. He took three 
weeks off to campaign for former 
President Ford and Gov. James R. 
Thompson, but doubts he will do thai 
milch for himself. 
No clear Democratic opponent has 


emerged to run against the 10-year 
Senate veteran and Percy is not try­ 
ing to offer advice. 


“THEY ARE NOT going to seek my 
advice on the Democratic side to see 
who should run against me,” Percy 
said. He expressed doubts that promi­ 
nent Democrats such as former Gov. 
Daniel Walker, Sec. of State Alan Dix­ 
on or U. S. Rep. Paul Simon, D-24th, 
would be his opponent. He labeled all 
three formidable candidates. 
“I would like to see the campaign 
get underway as late as possible,” 
Percy said. He said the U. S. Senate’s 
agenda is the most crowded he has 
ever seen. 
Percy said he hopes to push an ef­ 
fort to adopt a national energy policy. 
“Conservation is our second biggest 
source of energy. We need to work on 
conservation programs,” Percy said, 
adding he wants to use infra-red satel­ 
lite photos to dramatize the fact ener­ 
gy and heat is being wasted in the 
United States. 


While public officials have been 
criticized by the public, Percy said he 
believes the Ford administration and 
the new President have helped raise 
the image of public officials. 


“THE ESTEEM OF Congress, the 
esteem of the presidency rose under 
Gerald Ford. I trust it will remain 
high under President Carter. If we 
really disdain politics, we are dis­ 
daining the process that brings the 
politician. We are questioning the bas­ 
ic institution that created this coun­ 
try. Those fundamental values have 
carried through problems,” he said. 
There will be a new administration 
that may be friendlier than Percy had 
with both Ford and Nixon, but the 
state’s senior U. S. senator, while con­ 
fident of being able to work with Car­ 
ter is prepared to fight for his own 
programs. 
“I find some agreement with some 
of the programs, but I will fight for 
the 
Republican 
approach,” 
Percy 
said. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Federal 
R e s e r v e chairman Arthur Bums 
Thursday said he opposed President 
Carter’s proposed $50 per person tax 
rebate because the economy is recov­ 
ering on its own. 


Bums predicted “further good gains 
in economic activity” during 1977, and 
said even adverse winter weather 
would have no “large or lasting" ef­ 
fect on the economy. So Carter s re­ 
bate is not needed, especially since it 
would be paid with borrowed money, 
he said. 
“It is an inefficient way of stimu­ 
lating the economy,” the influential 
Burns said of the rebate. 


“I WAS HOPING and praying I 
wouldn’t be asked that question,” 
Bums said when the House Banking 
Committee asked his opinion of Car­ 
ter’s proposed rebates and payments, 
tax cuts and job-creating programs. 


While admitting there was little li­ 
kelihood of making any significant re­ 
duction in inflation in the near future, 
he said home building, business in­ 
vestment, factory output and new or­ 
ders all are up. Even the adverse 
weather is not expected to do any 
lasting harm to the economy. 
T h e 
House 
Budget 
Committee 
meantime voted to increase President 
Carter’s economic package by dou­ 
bling the amount for jobs the first 
year. 
The 15-8 vote was the first to be tak- 
.en in Congress on Carter’s over-all 
package by any of the numerous com­ 
mittees which have been considering 
it. 


CARTER’S $31.2 BILLION, two- 
year proposal included $1.8 billion 
the first year for job-creating pro­ 
grams. The committee added about 
another $1.8 billion in job-producing 
programs for youth, minorities, state 
and local governments and construct­ 
ion. 
It left Carter’s tax proposals un­ 
changed. This would result in a total 
package the first year of a little more 
than $17 billion, compared to Car­ 
ter’s 15.6 billion. 
The committee did not deal with the 
second year of Carter’s proposal, 
since it only considered budget ceil­ 
ings for this fiscal year. 


Congress must change this year’s

1974, was safe. 
The radio said figurehead chief of 
state Brig. Tefari Benti and six other 
rebel members of the ruling military 
government w-ere executed following 
a bloody battle around the Grand Pal­ 
ace. 
Benti, a taciturn professional officer 
in his late 40s, was the second fig­ 


urehead chief of state to be killed 
since the military leaders overthrew 
Emperor Haile Selassie, the Lion of 
Judah, and ended an empire dating to 
the reign of King Solomon and the 
Queen of Sheba. 
The announcement said all seven 
had been members of the secret an­ 
ti regime Ethiopian Peoples Revolu­ 
tionary Party and said they had been 
plotting to eliminate members of the 
|)olitical bureau, an elite organization 
within the military and loyal to Men­ 
gistu. 
The 
announcement 
also accused 
those executed of belonging to the 
banned Ethiopian Democratic Union, 
an organization composed of leading 
members of the former imperial re­ 
gime.

U.S. to seek 


Soviet pact 


on arms size 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Sec 
of 
State Cyrus Vance said Thursday 
there will be a major U.S. effort this 
year to get Soviet agreement on re­ 
ducing “arms and troops in Central 
Europe.” 
He also disclosed he is willing to 
open diplomatic talks with Cuba on 
such matters as restoring the anti-hi­ 
jacking treaty even though Cuban 
troops remain in southern Africa — a 
step the Ford administration refused 
to take. 


In a wide-ranging interview with 
United Press International and the 
Associated Press, the new secretary 
of state also made these other main 
points: 
• The suspended Middle East peace 
conference in Geneva must be re­ 
sumed this year, “because if it isn t, 
there is a danger that other factors 
may arise which may destroy the 
more favorable (negotiating) condi­ 
tions which currently exist.” 


• Any Arab-Israeli settlement must 
“recognize 
the 
legitimate 
require­ 
ments of the Palestinian people,” but 
it is “up to the parties to decide” 
whether that means creation of a new 
Palestinian state on Israeli territory. 
• He expects the Senate to approve 
the new Panama Canal treaty the 
Carter administration means to nego­ 
tiate, even though the two-thirds vote 
needed for ratification has not existed 
in the past. 
• In negotiating with Soviet offi­ 
cials, his predecessor. Henry Kissin­ 
ger, “overemphasized” the strategy 
of linking progress on one issue with 
return concessions in another area. 
S p e c i f i c a l l y , Vance said, “dis­ 
armament should be discussed on its 
own footing,” and not linked to other 
issues such as human rights. 


IN DISCUSSING prospects for new 
agreements with the Russians, Vance 
said, “the central problem is reduc­ 
tion of nuclear arms.” 
“That’s a subject that is already on 
the table. Conventional disarmament 
is a critical area, where most of the 
money is spent. I would expect con­ 
ventional arms to be on the agenda 
w hen I go to Moscow and I hope we 
can move the Mutual and Balanced 
Force Reduction talks out (rf the dol­ 
drums.” 
NATO and Soviet bloc negotiators 
have been dickering for years about 
possible balanced troop withdrawals 
from Central Europe. 
Vance is to go to Moscow for arms 
talks on March 28. 
He said he would include in the con­ 
ventional arms talks with the Soviets 
a proposal for mutual reduction in 
arms sales and grants, particularly to 
such critical areas of the world as Af­ 
rica or the Middle East. 


VANCE SAID a State Dept, state­ 
ment of Thursday, which said the 
United States “hoped to be able to be­ 
gin discussions with Cuba" on a resto­ 
ration of the antihijacking treaty and 
other matters, “was done with my ap­ 
proval.” 
“I have come to the conclusion, that 
it would be constructive from our 
standpoint and from the standpoint of 
Cuba to explore whether it may be 
possible to renew- the antihijacking 
treaty.” he said. 
A<ked if he was dropping the pre­ 
condition laid down by Kissinger that 
Cuban troops must be removed from 
southern Africa before this kind of 
discussion could occur Vance said: 


What I’m saving is these items 
would be discussed in the general dis­ 
cussions. and I’m not ruling out these 
and other items in any talks we might 
have with Cuba.”

Ex-bank official 
indicted for fraud 


Robert L. Heymann, a former senior vice president of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, was charged Thursday with mail fraud 
and embezzling more than $250,000 from his bank. A 15-count in­ 
dictment returned by a federal grand jury accused Heymann, 56, 
of Highland Park, of secretly receiving more than $50,000 in fees 
from Hardwicke Inc., a firm with offices in New York City and 
Miami, while recommending that the bank lend $30 million to the 
corporation for the development of an amusement park in Ocean 
County, N.J. Heymann concealed from the bank that he held a 
directorship in Wild Animal Kingdom, a Hardwicke subsidiary, 
while supervising the loan, the indictment said. 


Teens named in murder 


Three Illinois teen-agers were charged in Texarkana, Ark., 
Thursday with capital felony murder in the shooting death of a 
city policeman at the scene of a burglary. Charged were Daniel 
Vallejo, 16; John C. Lohbauer, 15 and Darrel A. Edwards, 15, all 
of Elgin. 


Texarkana Police Chief John Butler said the youths were iso­ 
lated in separate cells. The Arkansas State Police will handle the 
investigation. 


Killed in the early morning shooting was Lt. Edward L. Worrell, 
23. a Public Safety Division officer, who was on his way home 
after completing his duty shift when he answered the burglary 
call. Listed in stable condition at St. Michael’s Hospital was James 
L. Clark, 30, another Public Safety officer. 


Finn accused of falsifying bonks 


The Ingram Corp. falsified its books to show it was losing money 
on its $43 million contract to haul sludge from Chicago to Fulton 
County, attorneys for the Chicago Sanitary District charged in a 
legal brief filed this week. The brief was filed Wednesday w ith the 
Illinois Commerce Commission in opposing to a requested 64 per 
cent increase in hauling rates, which Ingram has sought. Ingram 
Corp. has its headquarters in New Orleans. It has handled the 
sludge hauling contract through a subsidiary, Ingram Barge Inc., 
which the brief charged “consisted of just (executive director 
Francis) Oberle, and his fountain pen and his briefcase.” 


The brief, prepared hy Sanitary District attorneys Allen S. Lavin 
and Aram Hartunian, accused Ingram of setting up “a pattern of 
fraud, false entries and concealments” to show it was losing mon­ 
ey and its agents gave contradictory and false testimony under 
questioning.

Thomas Miller, 
R-South Holland, offered the bill <H226> to let each of the 236 
lawmakers charge up to $2,000 a year for cars rented in connection 
with legislative work. This would be an entirely new state-paid 
privilege.

R-Berwyn. 


Rep. Eugene Schlickman. R-Arlington Heights, wants to increase 
the annual office and staff expense allowance from $12,000 to 
$17,000 via II243 Measures to hike lawmakers’ pay from $20,000 a 
year to $27,500 and boost their daily $36 food and lodging allowance 
to $44 were introduced late last session but died amid a storm of 
criticism. The chief sponsor of those bills was Rep. Aaron Jaffe, 
D-Skokie.

Lawmakers get low 


ethics pol! ranking 


Americans gave consumer groups and television news people top 
rating in ethics in a poll released Thursday and the} put congress­ 
men near the bottom but ahead of corporate executives and labor 
leaders. The survey was conducted by the Louis Harris organiza­ 
tion for a special panel studying congressional ethics. The 1,510 
adults questioned in January were asked only about standards of 
conduct of leaders of ll “key institutions.'' 
Harris told the panel, the House Commission on Administrative 
Review, that 87 per cent of those polled “subscribe to the view 
that because they hold high offices of public trust, congressmen 
should be expected to maintain higher standards than other 
people." But he also said 62 pet cent felt that “in the end. con­ 
gressmen are Uke other people and you can’t make them behave 
ethically if they don’t want to because you can’t legislate morality 
and ethical behavior " 
In reporting the results. Harris discussed only the congressional 
situation in depth and gave no reasons to explain the ranking of 
other groups. Leaders of consumer protection groups and tele­ 
vision news tied for first place in the poll. Newspaper people got 
third best.

An association spokesman said the group told Carter by 
letter it was “saddened" by his inaction, and urged him to “issue 
a statement deploring ethnic and racial bigotry which is directed 
toward Arab Americans.”

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House bill asks 
to decriminalize 
marijuana use

troduced a bill to decriminalize the 
possession and nonprofit sale of small 
amounts of marijuana. 


The measure was offered in the 
Senate by assistant Democratic lead­ 
er Alan Cranston of California and 
Sen. Jacob Javits, R-N.Y. Rep. Ed­ 
ward Koch, D-N.Y., introduced it in 
the House. 


Their bill would set a maximum 
civil fine of not more than $100 for 
possession and nonprofit sale of one 
ounce or less of marijuana. Com­ 
mercial sale would remain a criminal 
offense. 


IN A LET T ER TO the President, 
the three sponsors said: 


“ We urge your personal support for 
the decriminalization of federal mari­ 
juana laws and request that, in the 
course of your administration’s re­ 
view of existing policy, every consid­ 
eration be given to early action for 
reform of these laws and to the devel­ 
opment of a comprehensive rational 
policy on over-all drug abuse in the 
United States.” 


They pointed to F B I statistics show­ 
ing that since 1970, more than 2 million 
people have been arrested for mari­ 
juana offenses.

Junior high school students with 
learning disabilities soon may be able 
to enroll in a program tailored to 
their educational needs through the 
Northwest Suburban Special Educa­ 
tion Organization. 
T h e 
NSSEO 
governing 
board 
Wednesday received a proposal to es­ 
tablish next year one centralized pro­ 
gram for seventh and eighth graders 
with learning handicaps. NSSEO is a 
special education cooperative of IO 
area school districts. 
Classes for children with learning 
disabilities currently are conducted in

each of the local school districts. The 
s c h o o l 
administration's 
proposal 
would consolidate services for junior 
high school students in one centrally 
located district. 
Board Pres. Margaret Pageler said 
children with severe learning dis­ 
abilities now are placed in private 
schools. Children with milder dis­ 
abilities remain in regular classes in 
their local districts and work with re­ 
source teachers for a few’ hours a 
week, Mrs. Pageler said. 


THERE IS A NEED for something 
in between,” Mrs. Pageler said. She 
said many of these children could be 
integrated into regular classes for 
their nonacademic subjects, such as 
art and physical education, but they 
need separate classes for other sub­ 
jects. 
In a report to the board. NSSEO 
Asst. Director Pamela Gillet said a 


central program is needed because 
“the learning disabled junior high 
school student requires many special 
remedial and developmental tech­ 
niques . . . if he she is to profit from 
junior high experiences and be saved 
from further frustration and from the 
possibility of becoming a dropout/* 
Mrs. Gillet said the program, which 
would serve about 24 students next 
year, would include diagnosis, career 
education training, remedial work, 
counseling, behavior therapy and the 
use of special equipment. 
A location for the proposed program 
has not been selected but Mrs. Page­ 
ler said it would probably be a junior 
high school that needs to fill up some 
empty classrooms. 


MRS. PAGELER SAID area super­ 
intendents and special education di­ 
rectors will be contacted to see if they 
want NSSEO to run the program or if

Dist. 25 needs 
public’s views 


Residents of Arlington Heights 
Dist. 25 should take every oppor­ 
tunity between now and April to 
make sure the district’s board of 
education knows the local senti­ 
ment about school closings next 
fall. 


The board conducted a public 
hearing on the school closing is­ 
sue earlier this week. A major­ 
ity of the 150 persons who at­ 
tended told the board they would 
prefer to see one elementary 
and 
one 
junior 
high 
school 
closed next fall rather than 
have two of the district’s four ju­ 
nior high schools closed. 


The school closings are re­ 
quired 
because of continuing 
declining enrollment in Dist. 25. 
Closing an elementary and ju­ 
nior high school may turn out to 
be the alternative which the ma­ 
jority of residents can support, 
but those with differing views 
must take particular care to be 
sure the board hears them be­ 
fore the final decision is made. 


District officials 
have 
said 
closing two junior high schools 
w ill mean that sixth graders will 
be moved from junior highs into 


elementary schools, leaving just 
seventh and eighth graders in 
the two remaining junior highs. 
Many of those who attended 
the public hearing Monday were 
junior high school parents justi­ 
fiably concerned about whether 
their children’s schools would be 
closed. 
Those who want to see all the 
district’s remaining elementary 
schools kept open may have 
been under-represented at the 
hearing. There may be a con­ 
stituency in the district which 
wants as many neighborhood 
schools kept open as possible, 
even if sixth graders have to be 
moved back to the elementary 
schools. 
The Dist. 25 board is giving its 
community plenty of time to 
ponder the alternatives avail­ 
able. By providing time between 
the initial discussions and the fi­ 
nal decision, the board is giving 
all factions of the community an 
opportunity to be heard. 
Those 
with 
strong 
feelings 
should act decisively to ensure 
their views are expressed. Once 
the board makes its decision in 
April, it will be too late.

The plan can be implemented 
by state courts now that the high 
court has given its approval. 
T h e 
credit

companies 
would have to agree to guaran­ 
tee the checks a motorist signs, 
ensuring the state won’t lose 
money. 
Such a system would certainly 
be a boon to any number of hap­ 
less motorists who may find 
themselves caught in a traffic 
violation late at night without 
cash and without the nerve to 
call a husband or wife to come 
bail them out.

He must live; he must eat; he must 
procreate.

One of the best writers on the sub­ 
ject of aging is Albert Rosenfeld. I 
have not seen Ms new book, 
‘Pro­ 
longevity,” but I have been impressed 
with his thinking on the subject. 


WE HAVE A greater percentage of 
old people than ever. And the number 
grows greater. Should they be useful 
or should we pay them to remain out 
of the labor market? 


Rosenfeld thinks of old people as 
NASA does of Fly-bys. The space sci­ 
entists, like gods, devise a vehicle to 
go into outer space to send back re-

bable information about Mars, Jupiter 
and other planets. 
The gods hope their creations will 
not malfunction. The vehicle speeds at 
25,000 miles in a black vacuum. It 
sends back messages. It works hard. 
When the final task is completed, the 
vehicle continues on in the universe, 
the gods no longer listening to it. 


THEY DO NOT ask it to come back 
and retire in a ranch house. It passes 
its usefulness. It may continue for 
many years, seeing and searching 
other suns and galaxies, but, while it 
functions, it is dead to its creators. 
They have new babies. 


Anyone who reads this does not 
have a single cell that he had when he 
was born. The billions of tiny cubes 
have been replaced in every organ, 
every 
bit of tissue 
multitudinous 
times. 
A rare condition in children is pro­ 
geria. The baby is normal. At his 
third or fourth birthday, he looks old. 
He has heart attacks at age 5. The 
skin 
is 
wrinkled 
parchment; 
the 
hair is snowy and thin. They walk as 
though they had advanced arthritis. 


IT IS NOT a disease. Ifs an unna­ 
tural aging condition. The victim has 
normal intelligence, and usually dies 
of deterioration at age 15. Science can 
do nothing for them. 


Endlessly, people debate whether 
age is a matter of calendar years or 
senility. The brain, prisoner of the 


body, is all. The capacity to think, to 
love, to feel, to wonder is a three- 
pound mass inside the skull. 


Without it, the body lies in coma. 
The flesh will function, but it will not 
know why. Scientists who have pro­ 
tected man from childhood and adult 
diseases, battle to keep the body func­ 
tioning. 


What would it matter if, someday, 
we could live to be 500 years of age if 
the brain lost its appreciation and un­ 
derstanding of living at age 80? Most 
of us who are over 40 have learned to 
live with a lessening function of the 
body. 


IT IS NOT A great defeat to find 
that one cannot run fast to catch a 
bus, climb a tree, jump rope or make 
love twice a night. The organs do not 
quit. They slow their function a little 
bit each year. 


The healthy mind will accommodate 
itself to this. Quite often, the aging 
mind expands its appreciation of a 
sunset, an act of love, the sparkling 
color in an infant’s eyes. The brain 
confines its joys to the capacity of the 
body.

Grandma Tier died at 77. She or­ 
dered a burial dress the week before 
she died Grandpa died at 78. He said 
he was happy to go. Grandma Bishop 
expired at 84, waving a priest away 
from her bedside. “Sure,” she said, 
chuckling, “what would I have to con­ 
fess to you?” 


My father went at 85. I was at some 
of those bedsides.

'Hope must be abandoned" 
AHA group perpetuates senseless suffering 


(Commentary) 


One year after World War II the 
government was able to deciare with­ 
out problem that all 6,058 men miss­ 
ing in action were dead. Proper bene­ 
fits were distributed to survivors and 
the concerned relatives were officially 
set free to begin new lives. The same 
quick action was taken after Korea. 


But four years after the nation 
stopped fighting in Vietnam, and two 
years after the last G.I. left Saigon, 
nearly 800 men continue to be listed 
as MI As, and hundreds of anguished 
families continue to dangle on a gos­ 
samer thread of faith they may still 
be alive 
They are almost certainly not alive. 
The United States has conducted an 
MIA search unparalleled in history, 
and a thoroughly efficient Congres­ 
sional probe has recently decided 
there are no living MIAs. Yet the cas­ 
ualties are not laid to rest; the fami­ 
lies argue over small odds, and the 
wretchedly 
sensitive 
controversy 
seems endless. 
THERE IS A culprit in all this: The 
National League of Families of Pris­ 
oners of War and Missing in Action. It 
is the group formed to offer support 
and group therapy for the war fami­ 
lies, and for many years it did just 
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that. Now, according to 
increasing 
numbers of Washington observers, its 
original good purpose has turned sour. 


“The League’s usefulness has run 
out,” says Rep. G. V. (Sonny) Mont­ 
gomery, (D-Miss.) He chaired a 15- 
month investigation of the MIA issue, 
concluding that the men “lost their 
lives in the service of their country ” 
He says extending the debate now is 
“dragging it through the mud,” and 
wishes the League of Families would 
disband “in dignity.” 
Montgomery 
does 
not 
rap 
the 
League w*ith any relish. Nor does he 
do it lightly. When it was organized in 
the 1960s the League was a selfless 
effort by courageous wives to bring 
the plight of their husbands into the 
public arena. As such the group was 
sentimentally adopted by a concerned 
nation. Many still remember it in this 
light. 
BI T THE LEAGUE has changed - 


for the worse. Many of its officers are 
now salaried instead of volunteers. Its 
director, formerly with VIVA maga­ 
zine, is of no relation to a POW or 
MIA. A member of Montgomery’s 
Congressional staff says the group 
“has become a bureaucracy, and you 
have to wonder if its main objective is 
to perpetuate itself.” 


Whatever the League’s motives, its 
influence among MIA families re­ 
mains strong. It is now particularly 
influential among MIA parents, who 
see it as their difference between 
hope and no hope Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, while oth­ 
ers stay only to avoid arguments with 
those parents who refuse to admit tit? 
death of their sons. 


Montgomery says he is concerned 
most about the wives. “I talk with 
them and get letters from them — 
they say they want to get on with 
their lives, but can’t until this thing is 
settled ” 
And 
here is where the 
League’s fault is blatant It won t let 
the matter settle. It won’t close the 
books. The League says 
Montgom­ 
ery’s investigation was shallow and 
insists some of the MI.As may still be 
alive. 
THE EVIDENCE is absolutely con­ 
trary to the League's position. Of the 


6,058 MIAs in World War II. as ex­ 
ample, not one has since turned up 
living. Of the 5,127 MIAs m Korea, 
none have returned. Montgomery say’s 
some Vietnam remains (perhaps 150 
to 200) may be recoverable, and 
should be recovered, but any higher 


expectations are illusory. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, the high­ 
er expectations are not only illusory 
but needlessly cruel. The League turns 
every rumor into a hope and each 
scrap of non-information into “new 
evidence.” During the Congressional 
search, one League rumor was traced 
to a man in a Bangkok bar who in 
fac? knew nothing more than the color 
of his beer — and so another family

Low prices may start to fade within 
one or two weeks, said Paul Poulos of 
Arlington Heights, produce director 
for Certified Grocers of Illinois, Inc., 
in Stickney Township. 
The temporary glut of produce in 
the Chicago area was caused by “in­ 
clement weather that ties up the tran­ 
sit system,” he said. Trucks bound for 
New York and other states, delayed 
by winter snowstorms, unloaded per­ 
ishable merchandise in Chicago. 
“At the same time, shipments from 
M e x i c o increased,” Poulos said. 
‘ They had ideal growing conditions. 
This means excellent buys in the next 
week or two for tomatoes and other 
items.” Cucumbers, pepper, head let­ 
tuce and navel oranges are listed as 
plentiful items by Poulos. 
Although the new shipments of Flor­ 
ida oranges and grapefruit will cost 30 
to IOO per cent more than prices be­ 
fore the recent freeze in that state, 
supplies from Arizona and California 
will stabilize consumer prices, Poulos 
predicts. He said the embargo on 
Florida citrus shipments was lifted 
Thursday. 
SUPERMARKET prices for vege­ 
tables and other produce 
normally 
.shipped from Florida to Midwest mar­ 
kets “have reached their peak and 
should level off at their present pric­ 
ing structures,” Poulos said.

W. Campbell Ave., Arlington 
Heights, manager Richard Werges 
said price increases for fresh produce 
seem to be easing.” Good buys in­ 
clude California oranges, potatoes and 
apples.

Harper* Dan Breen put the Hawks 
ahead for a second time, 76-75 with a 
20 footer from the key 
The Hawks last ditch effort for an 
upset came with 2:45 left in the game

HARPER S BATTLE gains even 
more notice when you realize that its 
starting five consisted of just fresh­ 
men. And battling a team that ranks 
third in its conference with a 15-8 
record, and a big front line. 
“I couldn’t be more proud of the 


way the guys played,” coach Bechtold 
said. “They gave more than IOO per 
cent and by looking at our halftime 
score from a month ago (44*1$), you 
tell me how far this ball club has 
come.'*

Richard Kordos walks a theatrical tightrope. Producer for Dru­ 
ry Lane North Theatre in M arriott’s Lincolnshire Resort, he repea­ 
tedly faces a fine balancing act — weighing what the public might 
like to see against what shows are available against his own artis­ 
tic standards. 


It’s a tim ely, expensive game played out again and again before 
each new opening night. Yet, no matter how many times he sets 
the stage, Kordos knows better than to call the score before the 
final curtain. 
Since Drury Lane North opened in April of 1975, Kordos has 
learned it is impossible to predict the actual success of a play. 
Some shows just didn’t catch on as he had expected. Others did 
much better at the box office than he calculated. Yet over-all, the 
success rate has made up for the disappointments. And that s 
what pays the light bills. 


In addition to worrying over box office draw, Kordos has his own 
reputation to maintain. And this season he intends to heighten it 
by sharpening ever so slightly the taste of his regular customers. 
For instance, he might even sneak in a top-notch drama. 


Theatergoers w ill accept something stronger if they know they’ll 
get their favorite comedy or be treated to a big musical the next 
time around, Kordos believes. 


“ TH EA TER IS A LL things to all people,” he said when inter­ 
viewed last week. He had just left a rehearsal period for the 
current production of “ Accent on Youth” starring Ricardo Montal- 
ban. Occasionally Kordos also directs the productions, as he is 
doing for this one. 
Other theaters, he said, naming Goodman Theatre and Academy 
Festival Theatre as two prime examples, are able to continuously 
feed their audiences intense drama. They represent a select group 
weaned on theater. And those audiences would rather be moved 
than entertained. 


“ Not so for the average theatergoer," said Kordos. Comedy for 
them is still the best medicine. 
Kordos’ formula is simple: try to make the greatest number of 
people happy. And in the next half dozen shows he hopes to 
do just that by offering enough variety so no one feels left out — 
not even the most avid theatergoers. 
“ The goal is twofold,” he said, “ finding star personalities worth 
their money — current names — and then matching them in well- 
written shows.” 


KORDOS IS NOT alone. It’s what regional theater usually opts 
for but can’t always succeed at. 
Because of its name, Drury Lane North is often grouped with the 
other three Drury Lanes that are owned and operated by Tony 
DeSantis. 
% 
M arriott thought the established name would help sell the new 
theater and contracted to use it when Drury Lane North opened. 
“ But we are a completely separate operation,” said Kordos, who 
likes to make sure the distinction is made and admits he wouldn’t 
mind a bit if someone came along and changed the name. 


“ Regional theater is the way to go now in all the major cities,” 
continued Kordos, adding that Chicago is one of only a few cities 
that still have a viable downtown nightlife. 
“ People fear for their safety and the ease of getting to a place. 


“ So, theater is going where the public is,” continued Kordos. 
Like huge shopping centers that offer every conceivable item all 
under one roof, regional theaters offering dinner/theater packages 
dish up a complete evening of entertainment, including drinks, 
dinner and a show. 
“ Pleasurable, effortless and guaranteed enjoyment — if at all 
possible" is how Kordos describes the concept. 


IT WAS M ORE THAN possible when Eve Arden starred at Dru­ 
ry Lane North in “ Under Papa’s Picture.” She was a box office 
hit, one of those unexpected joys. 
Kordos admits he was hesitant at first to book the show because 


Arden had appeared both at Drury Lane East and Drury Lane 
South in the same play. But word of mouth travels fast. Those who 
missed her before were determined not to miss her again. 
“ Eve Arden was a real draw,” said Kordos. “ She’s done noth­ 
ing to destroy her ‘Our Miss Brooks’ image that a lot of people 
still remember. She s always maintained that same style.” 
Yet while the late Jack Cassidy did well in “ Wait Until Dark, ’ 
he wasn't quite the box office draw Kordos had hoped. But then it 
wasn’t really Cassidy’s fault or the play either. 


It was staged in June of last year, and summer is always a slow 
period for theaters. Large organizations that buy huge blocks of 
tickets and are considered the financial backbone of theaters like 
Drury Lane North are inactive over the summer months. 
“ Besides, ifs hard just getting people to come out of their back­ 
yards when the weather is nice,” said Kordos, who admits ifs 
equally difficult luring people out when it is bitterly cold. 


This past month was rough, not only on sales but on certain 
native California actors who suffered with colds aggravated by an 
extreme drop in temperature. 


D RURY LAN E NORTH with a seating capacity of 904 relies on 
full houses to keep down the prices of tickets and theater pack­ 
ages. 
“ Of course the size of our theater puts us in a very competitive 
market, but we’d better be able to do something to keep the people 
coming back,” said Kordos, who lives in Buffalo Grove with his 
actress wife Nancy. His plans to brighten up this summer include 
bringing in a major musical. 
And he’s pleased with the advance ticket sales for “ Accent on 
Youth” which he labels a nice departure. “ It’s still a comedy, but 
a very classy one. It's a small, intimate show,” he said. 
“ Comedy w ill always win out over drama because that’s what 
the m ajority of people want. And after all, we are a business. But 
if we do comedy, then I say, let’s do comedy that is worth doing. 
And there is plenty of good material around.”

Acting looks so easy when Glenda Jackson does it — easy and 
fun. So it came as a blow when she said how hard it all is. 
“ Acting is extremely difficult and anybody who tells you differ­ 
ent is a liar,” she said, her commanding voice simulating a rap on 
the knuckles. “ It requires a great deal of concentration and a 
great deal of sweat. 
“ I don’t know who said genius was 90 per cent perspiration and 
IO per cent insoiration. I ’m not saying all actors are geniuses — or 
indeed that I am — but you don’t arrive at a performance by a 
magical process. You arrive at it by sheer day-after-day slogging. 
“ It can often be an extremely boring business, at least in the 
theater. If there is any pleasure in it, which I think is doubtful, it’s 
like when you stop beating your head against the w all.” 


M ISS JACKSON, a two-time Oscar winner who's never worked a 
day in Hollywood, is a glutton for head-against-the-wail punish­ 
ment. With six big screen roles in the past couple of years, she is 
on her way back to the London stage in a new play. 


She was spending a week “ running ragged” in New York to 
publicize one of her new film s, “ The Incredible Sarah.” a cos­ 
tumed extravaganza about that flamboyant Grande Dame of the 
French theater, Sarah Bernhardt, whose performances on and off 
the stage made her an international legend. 


Glenda, her red hair in a David Bowie cut and her slender figure 
in a velvet slack suit the color of her Dunhill cigaret box, admitted 
she didn’t spend a lot of time researching the incredible Sarah 


The film takes Bernhardt from age 18 to her early forties, leav­ 
ing out the later years when she performed around the world with 
a wooden leg and made some early movies. 
“ I started to read her own book but she was a consummate 
liar,” Glenda said “ And various friends and acquaintances who'd 
written about her also were telling less than the truth, I found. So 
I just concentrated on the script. The stories were just incredibly 
confusing so I thought. Oh well, get on with it.” 
OST 
PER H A PS A dozen old two-reel films of Bernhardt exist and, 
while Glenda hasn t seen them, she did look at a 1912 movie with 
the 68-year-old Bernhardt playing Queen Elizabeth under a moun­ 
tain of pearl necklaces. 


There was one golden moment where she gets the news that 
Essex is a traitor and she decides he's got to be executed,” Glenda 


said. “ She fainted with her eyes going heavenward and fell onto 
these very strategically placed cushions - and bounced, very gent­ 
ly.” 


One scene in “ The Incredible Sarah” shows Bernhardt panicked 
with fright on making her Paris stage debut, playing the minor 
role of a housemaid. In her early days the actress not infrequently 
fainted dead away. Glenda said she knows the felling firsthand 


“ I always suffer from stage fright. The more you do, the worse 
it gets. It’s always a horrible feeling. It used to be that I just got 
petrified with fear on first nights. Now it happens every perform­ 
ance. I loathe it. 
“ From about 4 o’clock in the afternoon, it’s like going to the 
dentist A black cloud descends when you realize that you have to 
go to the theater.

“ OF C ol R SF, once you’re on the stage you don't have time to 
indulge yourself in quite that way. It goes immediately because 
you have to concentrate. But it is an extremely, painful process 
and really a horrible thing to go through." 
She doesn't buy Spencer Tracy's classic observation that an 
actor's only concerns are remembering the lines and not bumping 
into the furniture. 
“ It s never the technical things like forgetting lines. I mean you 
do. and it usually happens to me on stage You get one of those 
blank moments and you think. I don t know what I say next. Then 
you open your mouth and. of course, you do know . 


“ So it s not that. It's really that you have no way of knowing 
what makes the performance It is an absolute mystery. You know 
when it isn t there, but there’s no way of automatically summon­ 
ing up that ability So every time you do it. it s like doing it for the 
first tim e.” 


Glenda has yet to pass out on stage in the Bernhardt tradition. 


“ I ve been ill and gone on and had spots before my eyes. I ve 
never fainted I ve wished I could! ’ 


Miss Jackson voices the ritual complaint that good film roles for 
actresses are scarce. Rather than stay at home, she has plunged 
into one picture after another these past two years, glorious’y 
hoping for the best.

Italian family’s tiffs

CANDLELIGHT DINNER 
PLAY­ 
HOUSE has thrown a curve. I doubt if 
there’s even a handful of people

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New rock movie tops all others

The relationship between America’s 
two leading popular entertainment 
forms — movies and rock ’n’ roll — 
has always been a bit strained. 
Ever 
since 
“Rock 
Around 
the 
Clock’’ became a punks’ anthem in 
‘ ‘ T h e Blackboard Jungle,” mov­ 
iemakers have been fascinated with 
the idea of capturing rock’s emotional 
intensity. With very few exceptions, 
they have failed. 
It apparently takes a delicate bal­ 
ance of pictures and sound to make 
sledgehammer music come across the 
way it should. 
Even the more successful film pre­ 
sentations of rock — notably the mid- 
60s’ “T.A.M.I. Show” and two festival 
movies, ‘ Monterey Pop” and “Wood­ 
stock” — dealt at least as much with 
multi-group “events" as with the mu­ 
sic itself. 
IN THE ONE-GROUP films, in­ 
cluding the Rolling Stones’ “Gimme 
Shelter” and “Ladies and Gentlemen . 
. .” and the Beatles’ “Let It Be,” the 
music tended to be restricted by the 
stage format, while storytelling flicks 
like “Tommy” pushed the music into

a backdrop role. All of them were dis­ 
satisfying for anyone who appreciates 
the power of live-and-m-person rock. 
Prepare yourself, then, for a treat. 
Because the world’s most popular 
hard rock band has come up with the 
best rock movie ever made. 
Led Zeppelin’s ‘The Song Remains 
The Same” puts it all on the screen — 
and does so by leaving the restric­ 
tiveness of the stage behind for wider 
and stranger horizons. 
“The Song,” currently playing in 
the Chicago area, is essentially the 
record of a Led Zep concert at Madi­ 
son Square Garden a couple (rf years 
ago. All the usual concert-raovie 
scenes — the black limousines and the 
ecstatic crowds and lead singer Rob­ 
ert Plant's on-stage prancing and gui­ 
tarist Jimmy Page’s flying fingers — 
are there, including some fine close­ 
up camera work and brilliant playing, 
especially by Page. 
BUT “THE SONG” differs from 
other rock films in the surreal images 
scattered throughout,

And when the food is as good as 
that served at The Blue Ox in Liber­ 
tyville. the place is the kind that goes 
on my “must visit again” list.

extensive it prompted my companion 
to remark. “I could eat here for a 
year and never have the same thing 
twice.” 
While her comment was an over­ 
statement, it did take some time to 
wade through the variety of offer­ 
ings ranging from The Blue Ox Bur­ 
ger, $2.25, to lobster, $11. After much 
indecision I settled on the sauerbra­ 
ten.$6.50. one of several continental 
specialties, and my friend ordered a 
Porterhouse steak, $8.75. 


THE CHOICE OF soup offered on 
Friday was clam chowder or onion. 
My friend pronounced her chowder 


excellent, and my onion soup was 
pleasant, though mild. 
The one real disappointment was 
the salad bar, where the greens were 
fresh but the other salads, including 
some marinated carrots and maca­ 
roni offerings, were ordinary Some­ 
times I suspect there Is a single “sal- 
ad-bar hatchery” hiding somewhere, 
turning out such uninspired offerings 
for mass consumption. 
Any disappointment with the salad 
vanished when the entrees arrived. 
The Porterhouse was literally tender 
enough to cut with a fork and close 
enough to a perfect medium-rare to 
satisfy my perfectionist friend. The 
sauerbraten, though lacking the tang 
you would expect at a good restaurant 
specializing in German food, had 
nothing to apologize for and the potato 
dumplings which accompanied it were 
tasty. 


DURING FURTHER visits to The 
Blue Ox. we plan to sample such oth­ 
er dishes as Athenian-style chicken, 
$4.85, 
Athenian-style 
lamb 
chops, 
$6.75, or the London Mixed Grill, an 
amazing sounding combination of sir­ 
loin, lamb chops, beef tenderloin and 
chicken livers. 
Other specialties on the menu hail 
from France, Italy and (believe it or

not ) the Balkans. 
The restaurant attracts a wide 
range of suburban clientele, from a 
partying group of middle-aged couples 
who insisted on taking pictures of 


each other with an instant camera 
and flash cube to young, hand-holding 
couples. The large dining room was 
busy but quiet enough for conversa­ 
tion, while the sounds from the lounge 
made it evident that area was ‘‘hop­ 
ping” on a Friday night. 
The Blue Ox is at 168 Peterson in 
Libertyville. It is open for meals from 
ll a m. to ll p.m. weekedays and un­ 
til midnight on weekends. The lounge 
is open to midnight on weekdays and 
3 a.m. weekends.

The doctor says 


Frets over brother 
who’s sick in Russia 


I received a letter from my brother, age 62, who lives in the 
Soviet Union. He *as hospitalized for 35 days in an emergency 
hospital. It was determined that he had lung trouble in his right 
lung. It was filling with fluid which was removed. Ile was sent 
home and stayed in bed for IO days and then went hack to work as 
a teacher. 


He continues to have pain in his right side. When he comes home 
from school, he goes straight to bed. It was diagnosed as “wet 
plevrite.” He was told the only cure was medicine which is avail­ 
able in the United States. 


My family doctor gave me a prescription for isoniazid. Since it 
is not permitted to send medicine to the Soviet Union, I found a 
friend who is going for a visit there and will deliver it for me. 


What is the cause and what is the cure? There has never been 
this type of illness in our family. My father died at the age of 90 
and my uncle is still living in the old country at the age of 88. I’d 
appreciate it if you would answer my question as I am very 
concerned about my brother. 


The term“wet plevrite”is not used in this country, but I assume 
from your description it must be wet pleurisy. This means an 
accumulation of fluid in the chest cavity surrounding the right 
lung. Fluid in that location or on the left side can be withdrawn 
with a needle which I presume is what you mean by being pulled 
out. 


Fluid in the chest cavity may be caused by many different 
disorders including heart disease and even cancer of the lung. It 
can be associated with pleurisy — inflammation of the linings of 
the lung and chest cavity. The cause in some instances is never 
established. 


Isoniazid is used to treat tuberculosis. I do not recommend tak­ 
ing it without close supervision of a doctor. It won’t cure anything 
but tuberculosis and that could be the cause of your brother’s ill­ 
ness. If so, he would again need careful supervision, not only for 
the isoniazid treatment, but also of his progress in overcoming the 
disease. My guess is that your brother does not have tuberculosis. 
If he did, I am sure the doctors in the Soviet Union would have 
treated him quite differently. 


THE SORENESS is no doubt from the pleurisy reaction and 
pleuritic pain is associated with muscle spasms involving the 
small muscles between the ribs. Ginding the chest sometimes 
gives relief by preventing movement of the muscles. Heat appli­ 
cations may also help. The proper treatment, however, depends 
entirely upon what the underlying cause of fluid in the chest really 
is. 


I am skeptical that there are any medicines we have here that 
are not available in the Soviet Union. Remember, the Soviet doc­ 
tors can get medical information and medicines from most coun­ 
tries in the world and we have a fairly free flow of medical 
information worldwide. 


To give you a better idea of how the lungs work I am sending 
you 'Die Health Letter number 2-4 Keeping Your Lungs Fit. Oth­ 
ers who want this information can send 50 cents with a long, 
stamped, self-addressed envelope for it. Just send your letter to 
me in care of Paddock Publications, P.O. Box 1551, Radio City 
Station, New York, N Y. 10019. And. I hope your brother improves.

Garage door

Dear Dorothy: My garage door freezes shut when it gets too 
cold. Anything I can do to prevent it? —Avis F. Spangler 


You can try several things. Either liquid or powdered graphite 
on the hinges may help. Or appty regular watertight silicone 
grease. A well-equipped hardware store would have weath- 
erstipping which would form a seal. If none of these works, it’s 
probably the wood swelling at top and bottom and you’ll probably 
have to wait for warmer weather to give a coat of flat paint to the 
edges. 


Dear Dorothy: I’m doing part-time sales clerk work. and my 
legs sure ache by the end of the day. A friend suggested support 
hose. Do you recommend them. too?—Janet Lees. 


I haven t anything scientific to back it up, but scores of people 
who are on their feet a lot swear by support hose. They're worth 
your trying. By the way, there s a trick to putting them on prop­ 
erly. A hosiery buyer said it’s best to put them on lying down, legs 
up — stretching them on — and anchoring them immediately to a 
girdle. 


Dear Dorothy: When a recipe calls for “heavy cream.” as in the 
pumpkin pie you had in your column, what kind of cream do you 
mean — half-and-half, whipping cream or what?—Robin Wright 
Heavy cream is the extra-heavy whipping cream — not whipped. 


Dear Dorothy : Everyone seems to have a favorite method for 
cleaning a pan with charred food. Mine is so satisfactory I want to 
urge it on your readers. Pour hot water over tile outside of the pan 
for at least 60 seconds, then fill the burned pan with cold water 
and put it aside until dishwashing time. A rub with steel wool, 
rinsing and drying is all that s needed —Mrs. George Ackermann

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Motion pictures an old phenomenon 


BROTHER JUNIPER 


Andy sends the Encyclopedia Britannica‘s 1977 
Yearbook of Science and the Future to Steve Low­ 
ery , 14, of Charlotte, N.C., for his question: 
WHO INVENTED THE MOVIE CAMERA? 
Movies and motion pictures are made by a camera 
that can take many still pictures rapidly. One pic­ 
ture after another is recorded on film. These pic­ 
tures are then shown in a projector which flashes 
them on a screen so fast they seem to blend into one 
continuous movie. 
Ancient Egyptians knew that seeing a series of 
pictures in quick succession would give the illusion 
of movement. But it was not until 1824 that Peter 
Roget. in England, suggested that the use of the 
principle of persistence of vision might result in 
moving pictures. 
rHis theory: The viewer’s eyes play a trick as still 
photos pass quickly. A person sees something when 
it is no longer there. Each picture shows a slightly 
more advanced step of some act of motion. The im­ 
age of the first picture stays in the eyes until the 
second picture is seen, causing each to blend into the 
next. 
Dr. Roget’s work led in 1830 to the development of 
two machines in which series of pictures showing

motion were viewed through slits in a rotating disk. 
In the 1870s. a man named Muybridge was the first 
to successfully photograph motion when lie used 
many separate cameras to take pictures of a run­ 
ning horse. Then George Eastman perfected photo­ 
graphic roll film in 1888 and shortly after this 
Thomas Edison produced his kinetograph, a machine 
which took series of pictures on a roll. Edison also 
invented the kinetoscope, a machine for viewing the 
pictures. The viewer turned a large wheel on which 
hundreds of photographs flipped by, each lighted for 
just a second. 


Men named Jenkin and Armat came up with proj­ 
ectors in 1894 and 1895 that moved long films of 
thousands of photographs past a projecting lens, 
making it possible for large audiences to see a movie 
together. 
Many changes and improvements have been made 
in film, cameras and projectors during this century. 
Sound came along in the late 1920s and color in the

If North had merely responded with 
a negative two notrump, the chances 
are that the partnership would have 
stopped at just four spades. At least, 
it would require a decided overbid on 
someone’s part to get past game after 
that start.
